Gamma Delta fraternity, in initiat- 
ing a group of freshmen, Thursday 
evening, took one of the yearlings 
to the farm of Harry Wolf, who re- 
sides a Quarter of a mile from the 
Baltimore pike, four miles south of 
here, where they locked him blind- 
folded in a milk house. 


Debated Shooting 


Wolf, who heard the commotion 


and saw two youthsxstart away from 
the milk house, went - to investigate, 
armed with a shotgun. While Wolf 
was debating whether or not to 
shoot, the two young men got in an 
automobile and drove away. 


The farmer went to the milk 


house and discovered that another 
man was locked in. 
Wolf did not 


know what to think of the occur- 
rence, and decided to call the state 
police here. 


Trooper Russell Knies responded 


to the call at 11 o'clock. When he 
arrived at Wolfs farm, the officer 
unlocked the door and let the young

man out. The youth identified him- 
self as a student at Gettysburg col- 
lege and told the officer and the 
fanner that he was put in the milk 
house as part of his initiation into 
a fraternity. 


Warns of Thefts 


The state trooper took the stu- 


dent, whose name was not learned, 
to the Baltimore road in his car and 
.and there let him out to walk 
.back to Gettysburg, .which was part 
'of the intended initiation. 
^State police called attention to the 
seriousness of such pranks because 
of the epidemic of chicken-stealing 
in Adams county which has placed 
many farmers on guard, "We have 
told farmers,to shoot on sight," 
Corporal Joseph Holochwost of the 
state police said, "and these stu- 
dents were lucky that Mr. Wolf did 
not shoot at them."

Urbana, III. (A P ).—A fine op- 
j portunity to watch the moon oc­ 
cult stars will be offered on the 
evening of February 14. 
In two hours, time during that 
evening the moon will pass over 6 
of the brighter stars of the Plei­ 
ades in the western sky. 
For 
observers 
at 
W ashington 
this interesting spectacle begins 
shortly after I) o’clock, when the 
I first, star disappears 
behind 
the 
dark edge of the advancing moon. 
It ends soon after 11 o’clock, when 
the last star of the cluster to he 
I hidden appears again at the bright 
western edge. 
Different limes 
But the scheduled times are dif- 
i ferent for different parts of the 
: country. 
To avoid missing some 
of the occupations it is well to be­ 
gin watching at an early hour, 
lf 
a field glass is available, it can be 
used to advantage. 
At nightfall on February I I the 
familiar cluster of the Pleiades or 
“seven sisters” can be found a lit- 
i tie way south of the zenith. 
The 
moon, then at the quarter phase, 
will appear to the west of the clus­ 
ter, moving toward it. 
In its eastward motion among 
the constellations the moon passes 
over its own diameter in about an 
hour, and it proceeds in the direc­ 
tion at right angles with the line 
separating 
its 
bright 
and 
dark 
halves. 
Keeping 
these facts 
in 
mind one can estim ate roughly 
when the oecultations will begin. 
The stars will not, of course, dis­ 
appear at the “ragged edge” of the 
moon. 
The poet who pictured a 
satr between the horns of the cres­ 


cent moon overlooked this tact. 
Such a sight can never lie seen in 
the heavens. 
Out \n Hour 
Tho stars will disappear when 
the dark edge of the moon recahes 
them. 
An hour later, or less, they 
will come into view again at the 
bright edge. 
It is interesting to notice that 
the stars do not grow dim and red 


as the moon approaches. 
There 
are no atmospheric efforts of the 
sort that we observe in the setting 
sun. 
The disappearance is sud­ 
den. 
Thus we are convinced that 
the moon is not surrounded by an 
extensive atmosphere. 
The 
sudden 
disappearance 
of 
stars behind the moon shows also 
that, despite their enormous sizes, 
they are reduced by distance prac­ 
tically to points of light. 
Other­ 
wise they would facie gradually, 
like the sun in eclipse.

H pound dried prunes

The prunes should “sim- 
mer,, during cooking period and if 
cooked in this way will liave an 
excellent sweet flavor as the natural 
sugar has been brought out and no 
other sugar’is required.
